And 
this victory over s lf, this mortifie 
cation of our perverse and. seliish 
will, is decidecly the work of that 
Hoiy Spirit, whose truit is love, 
gentleness, and goodness. 

Another trae mark of growth in 
grece is an increasing simplicity 
aud ingenuousness of mind. Men 
are naturelly prone to falsehood and 
deception, But grace opposes itself 
to every th ng of this kind, It con- 
demns, and abhors all falsehood and 
duplicity, aud insincerity of every 
kind, 

Another mark is a growing ten- 
derness of conscience. Menin their 
jnatural state have litte or no fear 
of sinning.
